noflicial representation in the Legisla- 
tive Council and of some degreo of Un- 
official representation on the Executive 
Council, have been fully and fairly con- 
sidered; but that, we are afrnid, is all 
that can reasonably be hoped for." We 
can scarcely believe that Mr Chaomber- 
Inin, looking to tha peculiar nature of 
the Colony, will grant oo Unofficial 
Majority in the Legislative Council. 
Thot was the extrome demand of the 
pate gee but it was surely never be- 
ieved seriously, except by a fow on- 
thusinsts, that the’ Home Authorities 
would agree to any such supgestion. 
However much we desire 1t, it is not at 
all likely that the Unofficials in the 
Legislative Council will be placed ia 
the majority—that, in the face of the 
veto, would not mean muchs{ 
but wo do‘not think it is . out- 
side the bounds of possibility that o 
different method of selection may be 
decided upon, and that the- Unotticial 
Members may be accorded the privilege 
of electing’ two or three ot their number 
to assist in the’ deliberations of: the 


| Executive Council. By reforme of this 


nature, representation mora in accor- 
dance with popular opinion would be 
secured; and we feel sure it would 
strengthen the hands of the Officials 
themselves if, having previously dis- 
cussed measures of public importance 


.[in the Executive Council, they could 


come oefore the Legislative Council 
with a certain amount of guaranteed 
support from the public representatives, 
How any reform is to be effected in the 
selection of the Unofficial Members 


opens the door for heated controversy. | 


Tt will never ba contended that repre- 
sentation should follow on taxation, bes 
couse that might mean placing the rule 
of the Colony into the hands of the 
Chinese. Tnisis the bogey with which 
the officials may oppose any attempt to 
improve the system of representation 
whether it is on the Lépislative Couneif 
or on the Sanitary Board.’ It'is to be

even the mejority of Members of Parlia- 
ment would be disposed to look askance 
at any proposal at representation that is 
not based on taxation, and yet the Down- 
ing Street official knows full well the 


impossibility“of applying this ubiver-| 


sal principle to Hongkong, and will 
thus have a double-barrelled objection 
with which to oppose Unofficial preten- 
sions. On the lines of the recent 
plebiscite, however, 1¢ would-be an easy 
enough matter to elect public represen- 
tatives to the Legislative Council or to 
the Sanitary Board. A franchise to in- 
clude all British residents would, broad- 
ly, include all who should take part in 
any such election—including the Anglo- 
Chiness residents—and what the Officials 
are inclined to set up as a serious ob- 
stacle need prove no obstacle at all. 
‘The public are waiting anxioudy to 
know what course the Government in- 
cends to adopt regarding the Sanitery, 
Board. Having obtained an unequivocal 
indicationof thecurrent of public opinion, 
the Governor must give effect to the 
wishes of the people, - When the plague:

FRANCE AND SIAM. 
MEYHISTO. ON THE WAB-TATH. 


Some of the Franch Indo-Chioa colon- 
ists ata at their old gamo of manofactaring 
a griovanca against Siam (says the Bangko 
Times). ‘The latest nows from that coun- 
try.’ says Le Oourrier de Saigon, ‘shows 
thet the French Government wos duped in 
the recant Anglo-French trosty. As soon 
as the Siamese loarned of this Gonvention 
which, under the pretext of guarautesing 
theic independence, encourages them to 
snap their Hogers at ua, they re-established 
the custom house at Battambong and 
closed their country to our products in 
dofiance of the 1893 treaties. A Cambodian 
manéarin being seen in public in Battam- 
bong with our Consular agont, M. Roland, 
was put in prison, withont any other 
oharge being brought against him. Those 
are the two firet indications of what this 
troaty roeans to us in regard to Siam. And 
thera will be others, Have wo not ranson 
to be angry when wo think that if our Go- 
yornment had wished to accopt it, the 
Protectorate of Siam would have belonged 
to us to-dey, and in place of a bastard 

session with unhealthy frontiors, we 
should have bad in Indo-Ohina an Empire 
comparable to that of the English in 
India?’ ; 

The writer’s idea seems to be the old 
and fallacions one that with the possession 
of Siam the colony of Indo-China would 
have been & successful one, Ho, however, 
confates his own argument when ho points 
out the methods by which capital and 
labour ate excluded from the colony. 
‘Many n poor devil in Paris” says bo, 
* would ba glad to go out ase French co- 
lonist, confident in his strength, couraga, 
and intelligence, but is ia made impossible 
for him by the regulation that he must 
have fa, 5,000 in his puese before he can do 
so! This attempt at compolling capital to 
flow into Indo-China is not only o lament- 


‘able failure, but it also has the affect of 
shutting out that which would convert i 
self into capital. Under such conditions 
we fail to seo how the possession of Sism 
could prove avything but an additional 
drag upon the culony, while it would result 
io driving awey tho capital and trade 
which now excite the envy of our neigh- 
bours. . 

‘The plain truth is that, os the same 
writer puts it, ‘Colonisation as conceived 
by the theorists now in power, if not cone 
dactod on common-sense lines.’ Into 5 
colony from which labour is excluded, oapi- 
tel will novor flow, no more than it will 
whore atrangled by imposts. Those latter 
may establish individualist monopolies, by 
keeping out foreign trade, but the whole 
colony is thus robbed to enrich a select fow, 
who eventually return to Franco with their 
wealth ond, having been chiefly engaged in 
commerce, leava behind them no productive 
works, Under such ciroumstaacos Indo- 
Ohins is better without Siam than with it, 
and the sdoner colonists there recognise 
that fact tbe better for themeelvos. Moan- 
while, if they are unable to become succaas- 
fal in their own colony, Siam remains open 
to them as a field for enterprise in which 
vittao of the freer fiscal conditions wh 
attract capital from other countriss, their 
chances of success aro bottor thao in Indo- 
Chios, As cases in. point we adduce the 
Wattana and Kabin Gold Mines, both of 
‘which our French friends sbsort promise 
complete success, end into which French 
capital hos freely been put. Oan os much 
bo said for any cimilar enterprize in Indo- 
ina t we PANES Zs :

KOWLOON TRADE REPORT. 


The following ia the Imperial Chinese 
Customs Report fpr 1895 ;— fit

The aggregate value of the trade paming 
through the Kowloon Stations during 1895 
was very considerably in excess of the total 
for the year preceding, The figures for 
1895 are Hk. Tie, 60,386,194, as compared 
with Hk. Tls. 40,687,681, a differance of 
Hk. Tis, 9,697,513, or nearly 24 por cont. 
OF thie, tho greatest proportion, some 6 
rnilliona of tacls, ia attributable to Foreign 
importations ; but a closer examination of the 
BReturna reveals the fact, not altogether wel- 
come, that upwards of 4} millions of tela 
represent the valac of Foreign Rios imported 
to replace short crops, Native Exvorts come 
next, with an increase of abont 3 milliona; 
and Native Imports show an improvement of 
something under half a million of taele.

have generally ruled higher, and this will

_ Brattleboro (Vt) May 10,—Yeaterday 
afterncon Budyard Kipling, tho author, 
swore outa complaint charging that Beatty 
§.. Balestier, his wife's only living brother, 
bad on the previous Wedoeaday, on a high» 
way leading to tha village, uecd indecont © 
words ond threatoned to assault him, A’ 
warrant was issued for the brother-in-law's 
Brrost, 

Thore are various reparta as to what has 
canned the bad blood. Onois that when the 
Kipling mansion was being ercotod Beatty, 
acting avageut during the abssnce of Mr. 
Kipling, oaueed Kiplioga’a sawer to run on 
to the land of his own form, to be used aa a” 
fortilizer, but that later on Balestier ordered 
Kipling to remove it. . 

& second ond far moro probablo atory is 
to the offect that the trouble grows out of 
stories which the brother-in-lawalleges have 
ben circulated by Kipling. Anyhow, lagt 
Wednesday Beatty overtook Mr Kipling on 
the road acd hot word followed, It was 
thon that Beatty ia alleged to bave throne 
toned ta ‘lick? the novelist: if he did not 
retract the stories he had.told .concorning © 
him, After the threats and noseemly. words, 
aa oharged by Kipling, Beatty told hte Kip- 
ling that he would givobim a week ig whioh 
to take water. - 

At the examination Kipling’s counsel 
moved that the hearing bo continued to next 
Tuesday and this request was graoted. 

Tha question of bail for Balestier came up,

atruotops, concerning which a memorial hud 
already becn sent to the Throne snd ap. 
proved of by his Majeaty. China is sadly 
io want of traincd material to resist the 
aggrosiveness of outside nations, and the 
reason why Germany's atmics are superior 
to those of other European countries is due 
to the fact that every man in the former 
country ish aoldier whilet those who have 
shown superior knowledge in their duties 
and olever talents are mada offinora, Not a 
single officer in the German armies but bas 
graduated from some military acadimy or 
other. Hence the superiority of Germany over 
others, If Chios desires to be strug she 
“must follow these lineg and encourage every 
militaty man to study at military academics 
like thuse in Germany. To do av aordemies 
must be established througheut the whole 
empire—-the more the better. Ten yeara ago 
a military academy was established In Tiea- 
tain, At that time memorialict was Vicoroy 
of the Two Juang provinces, and he also 
followed the oxample of tho Peiyang au- 
thorities by establishing « similar academy | 
at Canton. Although the number of gradu. 
ates turned out by the two institutions named 
above is but limited, yet opporbunity hus 
been taken to utilise their servioes by using 
thom as officers in-the new German-drilled 
brigade (Ad Astra) organised recontly by 
the memorialist already ‘reported to the 
Throne in a former memorial. Lven if it 
ahould turn out that the graduates above 
noted ba not thoroughly, fitted for their new. 
posts,’ yet with the foundation already 
grounded in them they would bo able to 
botter their Icnowledgo much faster with 
their new inatrnetora than would have hap- 
pened in the case of young officers who have 
bad no propor training before, Thit these 
aoademies Lave borne good fruit, however, 
eannot be denied, and the young graduates 
have already proved their efficienoy in more 
instances than ono uf lato years. But two 
ngademies are not sufficient for China nor 
even three, and it 'remains for the govera- 
ment to. establish as many as posible for 
the empire whioh needa them to withstand 
the aggressions of outsiders-in the future, 
There ia already a naval academy establish. 
ed at Nanking, and memorialist hae decided 
therefore ta establish a military acodemy at 
tho Yiféng gate of the same city, apoiously 
Jaid out and constrnated after German 
methods. Memorialist has already’ telo- 
graphed to Heit Ching-ch'eng, our mivister 
at Berlin, to engaga five. Professors of 
wilitary science to take charge of the new 
academy. The cadets will all be above 
twelve and under nineteen yoars of ago, 
ohosan for their brightners, physique, and 
gu averuga knowledge of the written lan,
